Mayor Townsend 
said the incident carried him 
back thirty years ago, when 
woodcocks were almost as plenti- 
ful as sparrows in the vicinity 
and were considered the most de- 
licious game bird a hunter could 
kill- — Bowliug Greeti News.

HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF 



A recent consular report fives details of a new departure in 
trades-union methods which is of tit* highest importance; says a 
New York exchange; It involves a principal capable of almost 
revolutionising present conditions. Tup Brassmakers' Association 
and the National Society of Brassworkers and Metal Mechanics, 
two British unions covering the |nfcjre trade, have unanimously 
endorsed the proposal to r,rade their members accordiug to capa- 
city. 

The grading includes five elates, fro.H the improver of twenty 
on.} yearR of age to the completely qualified workman, expert iu 
all processes aud also able to work to scale drawings of blue print. 
The uniou, in fact, guarantees the quality of the work. The 
agreement provides against arbitrary reductious in grades, nor is 
it possible for the employer to keep the workman iu a grade below 
his true capacity. The best m<*n gets the best wages, as he ought 
to do in every trade aud calling. 

Unquestionably labor unions have rights, but the union lead 
erB forget that they have also responsibilities. If they can demand 
that a bricklayer in New Y'ork shall receive the highest wages in 
the world, they are morally bound to see that he does the best 
work in the world. A good bricklayer can lay 1,600 brick a day 
easily, and pleuty can lay 2,000. The uniou has in recent times 
reduced the output to seven hundred. This is common ordinary 
swindling, and tho plea that it provides work for so many more 
men in fallacious. It meaus just so much waste and it destroys 
exactly that amount of powei to create employment. 

The curious part about the Brassworkers' plau is that it is as 
old as trades unionism itself. It defines exacty the conditions en 
forced by the trades guilds of the Middle Ages. The workman 
then was prond of his dexterity. He stood up for the rights of his 
fellows, but he did not demand that the incompetent should re- 
ceive the same wages as a competent, because in so doing he would 
degrade the best man to the level of the most stupid This is pre- 
cisely what our trades-unions are doing to day. A first class work 
nan restricted in quality and output to less than his capacity is 
lemoralized thereby, lie deteriorates all the time, and if he ha* 
my conscience at all, he knows that he is a shirker and a cheat.
